P&rtment hopes, will he an Important
preventive of the spread of the epl
tltmlc.

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DUTCH LINE TO HEED

BRITAIN'S BLACKLIST

President Oips Says His Com-

pany Will Not Tako Mer-

chandise Under Ban.

On the steamer Moordam of the Holland-

-America, Line when It reached port
yesterday was A. Oips, president of the
line. He nnld his company had made a
rule riot to tako merchandise sent by
firms of any nationality which were on
the British blacklist.

This policy, he said, was In pursuance
of a pledge made to. the Government of
the Netherlands to refuse any shipments
which might Jeopardise the (lovernment
or tho company's own Interests. The
company, according to Mr, Oips, desired

to keep It ships, which stop at Falmouth,
off the British blacklist.

A paroled aviator J. Krroll Boyd,
returning to Canada was another pas-
senger. Ills aeroplane was shot down
while flying over Belgium, but he man-aere- d

to land In Holland. There he was
Interned, but was allowed to return horn
after giving his word not to engage In
the war again.

Lieut Hush A. Baton of Toronto, an-
other passenger, was sent home after
receiving eight wounds In Flanders,
where he fought with the Hlghth Royal
Lauicaster regiment.

Fifty Bclglnn women and children
were on board, having been sent over by
the Rev. John I). Devllle of Chicago. At
Kirkwall the ship's mall, consisting of
nine Dutch aacks, fifty-seve- n German
and twenty-si- x Austro-HunKnrla- was
seized by the Kngllsh authorities.
